Bernard. Goldfine’s statement before the 
Harris subcommittee showed the work of 
many hands. In some respects it bore a strik- 
ing resemblance to Sherman Adams’s state- 
ment, which may confirm the report that the 
White House played a part in its prepafa- 
tion. It certainly bore the mark of the publie 
relations profession, catrying so many emo- 
tional appeals that One wondered why they 
left out the dog. And then of course the 
lawyers, as Mr. Goldfine acknowledged, had 
a hand. ‘ 

In his own phrase, which may well beco 
a classic: “A little man gets lost without some 
kind of guidance from a friend... . ” 

And what is the net of it all? Nobody 
accuses. Mr. Goldfine .of committing “the 
greatest crime of the century,” as he all but 
sobbed in self-pity. The charge is that he 
gave costly favors to the “assistant President” 
of the United States, and that the latter, in 
return, allowed two independent agencies 
with which Mr. Goldfine was in trouble to 
know that the White House had an interest 
in his case. That charge is amply verified 
by Mr. Goldfine’s statement, just as it was 
by Mr. Adams’s, 


Mr. Goldfine, like Mr. Adams before him, 
makes much of the fact that he did not ask 
the presidential assistant in so many words to 
“exert influence” in his behalf. Nothing so 
crude as that would be either necessary or 
expedient. The very fact that Mr. Goldfine 
took his troubles to the No. 2 mah in the 
White House, and not to somebody else, is 
evidence that he wanted what the No. 2 man 
in the White House and nobody élse could 
give him—to put it bluntly, influence. Mr. 
Goldfine is simply mistaken when he says 
that what he asked of Mr. Adams is done 
“thousands of times every week.” On the con- 
trary, what he asked could be performed only 
by one person in one high position in behalf 
of one dear friend. 

The other side of the argument, again echo- 
ing that of Mr. Adams, is that no influence 
was exerted becausé nothing was aceome 
plished by way of softening Mr. Goldfine’s 
treatment at the FTC and SEC. But White 
House intercession before an independent 
agency does not have to be successful in 
order to be wrong. Furthermore it is im. 
possible for anybody to say with certainty that 
Mr. Goldfine gained nothing by his White 
House friendship, for nobody knows how he 
would have come out without it. All we know 
is that Mr. Goldfine on one occasion was 
happy enough over the result to telephone 
Mr. Adams from the FTC to thank him. 


The cap on the whole affair is the admis- 
sion that Mr. Goldfine charged off as business 
expensé the cost of his gifts to Mr. Adams— 
including the $2400 rug which both describe 
as only a loan, Does not this admission slight- 
ly becloud the image of a long-time friendship 
so wafm and generous that it could only be 
expressed in prepaid hotel bills, vicuna coats 
and oriental rugs’? If the gifts were as per» 
sonal as Mr. Goldfine says they were, he was 
cheating to put them down on his tax return 
as business expense. If they were business 
expense, he expected to get something in 
return. — 

We think he did. We think Mr. Adams gave 
value received, was wrong in doing so, 
cannot conceal the guilty fact with all the re- 
sources of attitude-manufacture he is Now ap- 
plying to the task. 


Fewer Highway Fatalities 

Both Missouri and Illinois have seen large 
decreases in automobile accident atalities 
since they put,in new highway laws. Since 
the new Missouri regulations went into effect 
there has been a 15 per cent decrease and 
that means a saving of 142 lives. The month 
of June showed the greatest improvemient so 
far. In Illinois the new s limits have 
brought about a similar reduction in auto 
deaths. The Illinois record is due in part 
to a doubling of the State hway Patrol 
which enforces speed laws on the state high- 
ways. The point of all this is a reminder of 
what care and vigilance can do. Now let's 
hope that neither Missouri nor Illinois spoils 
the record over the Fourth of July weekend.

False Alarm for a Lobby 


The National Guard has now joined the 
Marines and the Navy in sending up distress 
signals over President Eisenhower's defense 
reorganization plan. Gov. Milward Simpson 
of Wyoming, representing the National Con- 
ference of Governors, has told the Senate 
Armed Services Committee that the Pentagon 
plans to “reduce and destroy” the Guard. 
Where is the evidence? Why the alarm? 

It is an annual event, at least, for the Na- 
tional Guard Associationthe powerful politi- 
cal lobby of the Guard, to stage a protest over 
some it has discovered. The Gray Re- 
port of 1948, which listed cogent military rea- 
sons for merging and reforming the Guard 
and the Reserve, still causes the NGA to 
quake. This report had great merit. The NGA 
succeeded in having it pigeon-holed.

Big Boon to Boxing. 

ELEPROMOTER COR- 

PORATION has agreed 

to pay $210,000 to the 
promotion of the heavy- 
weight championship boxing 
match between Champion 
Floyd Patterson and Chal- 
lenger Roy Harris of Cut 
and Shoot, Tex., scheduled 
for Los Angeles, Aug. 18. 

This sum is formidable in 
itself but the figures re- 
leased by Telepromoter on 
the March middleweight con- 
test between Carmen Ba- 
silio and Ray Robinson are 
astounding. . 

The company reports that 
for 174 outlets in 140 cities, 
it sold 364,876 tickets for a 
gross of $1,500,000, of which 
$335,000 went to the fight 
promotion to be split be- 
tween the boxers and the 
promoters. 

Such figures almost take 
your breath away. There 
have been many important 
title contests which in them- 
selves never attracted the 
amount of money which was 
paid by television viewers in 
theaters to watch Basilio 
and Robinson. 

For instance, the second 
contest between Rocky Mar- 
ciano atid Joe Walcott, held 
in the Chicago Stadium, May 
15, 1953, brought in only 
13,266 customers and a gross 
of $331,795. 

The historic battle be- 
tween Jack Johnson and Jim 
Jeffries, held in Reno, Nev., 
July 4, 1910, grossed only

78,000,000 People Saved 
from SKIN and Muscle Distress 


REAPS BENEFIT 
OF COLD WAR

KABUL, July 3 (UPI — 
Landlocked Afghanistan, 
bounded by 700 miles of Russia 
and the Baghdad pact nations 
of Pakistan and Iran, is tight- 
| rope-walking through the cold 
war with apparent’ success. 
Strategically situated on the 
Russian overland route to Pa- 
kistan and India, this backward 
country has burst into the 
twentieth century with the 


Soviet Union and the United 
|States unexpectedly sharing 
the expense. 

| ‘Prime Minister Sardar Mu- 
| hammad Daud first turned his 
attentions to Russia shortly 
} after he took over the Afghan 
cabinet in 1953, Since then the 
| Russians have taken the lead 
in the aid .race with a $100, 
000,000 loan and other notable 
contributions. 

The Soviets have built grain 
elevators and gasoline storage 
tanks, and have supervised the 
paving of Kabul’s muddy 
|streets with asphalt from a 
_Russian-built plant. 

Technical Aid. 

The Communists also have 
furnished technical assistance, 
provided arms, trained pilots 
_and helped in oil explorations. 
_During the past few years 
many of Afghanistan’s esti- 
mated 12,000,000 people have 
bounced over their rough dirt 
roads in Russian trucks pow- 
ered by gasoline almost ex- | 
clusively furnished by the Rus- | 
, slans. | 

The United States has con- | 
tributed mightily to the im- 
provement of Afghanistan’s ed- 
_ucation, its ambitious Helmand 
valley project and its transpor- | 
tation facilities. American dip- | 
lomats, however, decided not | 
to attempt to match the Rus- | 
sian program in terms of | 
money. 

With progress evident, Af- 
ghanistan is emerging as an 
interim winner of the cold war, 
but foreign observers frankly 
are worried about Russia's 
goodwill role. At the same 
time, Prime Minister Daud ap- 
pears convinced he can con-

(UPID—A new highway being 
built of Routes U.S. 62 and 
Ohio 39 east of here will have 
a specially constructed berm | 
(path) to take care of thé horse 
and buggy traffic of the Am- | 
ish people. 

William E. Quicksall, deputy 
division director of the Ohio 
Highway Department, said the 
“bridle path” not only will help | 
the Amish but speed up traffic | 
on the regular highway. 


For years, Amish vehicles | 
have been a traffic hazard in 
this area. 

This particular stretch, ex- 
tending five and six-tenths 
miles, is about the heaviest 
traveled route in the state for 
horse and buggies.

A Child’s Closeup 
Of Mother Nature

time? Quite a few things in this area, A recent column 
told of the Missouri Historical Society program. Many 
schools have summer day camps and there are public 
and orivate camps, too. 

“Today we'd like to tell 
you about a program that 
is almost filled to capa- 
city for this summer but 
is worth filing in the 
back of your mind for 
next year. 

This is the Pitzman Na- 
ture Program at Shaw’s 
Garden, classes for sev- 
eral hundred children 
made possible by a grant 
from the Pitzman Chari- 
table and Educational 
Trust set up by the late 
Fred Pitzman, Each Tues- 
day and Thursday, young- 
sters in two groups, 7 to 
11, and 12 or older, study 
trees, birds, plants and 
animals, learn the differ- 
ence between a compound 
and a bi-pinnately com- 
pound leaf, and how to build a wren house. 

I stopped by one morning and was taken by Elizabeth 
Andrews to the bird study group, led by Audubon Society 
members Jean Stern and Mrs.. Earl Hath. On benches 
under the big trees, 50 young ornithologists were discuss- 
ing owls. 


CLARISSA START 


“If someone tells you owls are bad and eat 
songbirds, tell them it isn’t true,” said Mrs. Hath. 
“Remember, what we learned in our first class. 
There is no such thing as a bad bird. They all 
serve their purpose in nature.” 


From owls, we went to house wrens. A picture of this 
bird was added to their notebrooks and the children 
were urged to keep eyes open and “ears sharpened” for 
wrens, The house wren, we learned, is 442 to 544 inches 
long, brown in color, uses twigs and course grass for nest- 
ing, and can get in that wren house opening, no matter 
how tiny it seems to you. Wrens are noisy and nervous, 
dislike close neighbors, and often plug up nearby houses 
or holes to prevent others from moving in. 

Midway through class, a bird began to sing, and 
eyes were trained upwards. 


“You're getting your ears sharpened,” Mes. 
Hath complimented them. “Now what is it? A 
eardinal? That's right.” 


Next Miss Andrews took the funiors on a tree walk, 
which Kenneth Peck’s seniors had taken earlier. The 
seniors also are permitted to make leaf prints, an inky 
and tricky job but one which many of them do with pro- 
ficiency. 

Most of the children take their lunch to nearby Tower 
Grove Park, Peck told us, and return for afternoon classes. 
In “Plants and Man,” they learn basic botany and prop- 
agate begonia and~coleus cuttings. In “Man’s Enemies,” 
taught by Isabella Powell, they learn about destructive ro- 
dents, and mount the insects they catch in the insect nets 
they’ve made out of coat hangers and cheesecloth. 

Peck explained that Dr. Hugh Cutler, executive direc- 
tor of the Garden, likes to emphasize doing things rather 
than just listening.
